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M any years have passed since the 
desert Indians crem ated their dead. 
Locally the cremation pits w ere loc- 
cated on T ahquitz Creek a com para­ 
tively short distance above the pres­ 
ent concrete bridge. 
Floods of the 
last two years have completely wash­ 
ed away the form er pits and now 
nothing definite remains to m ark the 
site of this form er ceremony. 


W hen the Christian religion was 
imposed upon the local Indians they 
were persuaded to give up their cre­ 
mation ceremonies and bury their 
dead. 
T h e Indians were impressed 
by the bearers of Christian religion 
that the burning of their dead was 
a w rongful act. 
H ow ever, one In­ 
dian recently rem arked as he shook 
his head in doubt, "O ur 
fathers' 
fathers burned their dead; the white 
man taught us this was w rong; so 
now the Indian buries his dead and 
the white m an burns his dead." 


W illiam Pester, the form er hermit 
of Palm Canyon, gave the museum 
a handful of material from one of 
the old crem ation pits on T ahquitz 
Creek.

m ent of small objects consists main­ 
ly of beads, some charred bone and 
an odd assortm ent of old buttons. I

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 26. Mexico's 
current political scandal, that of 
charges that Sen. Damasco Cardenas, 
brother of the President, was Involved 
in the contract which resulted in de­ 
terioration of tl.e trunk highway be­ 
tween here and Guadalajara, seems to 
be settled wit". Hie report of the 
Federal attorney general’s office, at 
President Cardenas' request, on its 
investigation of the case. The reports 
asserts that: Neither the Senator nor 
any other of Hie President's relatives 
had anything to do with granting of 
the contract; the contractors are to 
blame for defects in the road, the 
national highways commission was 
careless in supervising the building of 
the road, and the contractors have 
agreed to repair imperfections in the 
highway, without cost to the govern­ 
ment. 
This highway, an important link in 
the road under construction from No­ 
gales to Slichiate, on the Guatelmalan 
border, will form part of Mexico’s sec 
ond contribution to the Pan American 
road. The Guadalajara road traverses 
beautiful terrain and is about 506 
miles long. It is now partially service­ 
able. Its completion will be in Feb­ 
ruary or March, according to a govern­ 
ment report. 
Only one presidential possibility to 
succeed President Cardenas, General 
Francisco J. Mujlca, communications 
minister, has loomed. But his boom, 
a mere flurry, is largely fanned by cer­ 
tain newspapers. Political wiseacres 
say that it is still too early (or candi­ 
dates—the election will not be until 
July 1. 1940—and that the. machine is 
waiting to see which way the wind 
will blow in Washington. 
! 
Fresh trouble that threatens a split 
in Us ranks is continuing for the party 
of the Mexican Revolution (PRM), the 
republic's strongest political organi­ 
zation, as a result of the general con­ 
federation of works (CGT), taking ex­ 
ception to remarks of the Party's 
President. Lic. Luis I. Rodriguez, ex­ 
private secretary of President Carde­ 
nas. made in a speech in the bullring 
at Monterrey. Tile confederation con­ 
strues the discourse as slurring the 
proletariat and threatens to withdraw 
its 48.000 members from the Party, 
unless Rodriguez and his organization 
say something to correct the offending 
talk. If the Confederation makes good 
its threat, it would be a big loss for 
the Party (PRM). Several thousand 
confederates paraded in Monterrey as 
a protest against the Rodriguez atti­ 
tude last Sunday (Oct. 23). 
Military trouble in Sonora is ap­ 
parently washed up. But labor un­ 
pleasantness there continues to brew. 
Organized Sonora workers have ad­ 
vised the Confederation of Mexican 
workers (CTM) that they are ready 
to stage a general strike as a protest 
against the administration of Gov.

More Than 150 
Deer Killed In 
This Vicinity 


M ore than 150 deer were killed in 
th e San Jacinto m ountains in the one 
m onth season th at closed Oct. 15, re­ 
ports of the U nited S tates forest serv 
ive indicated. 
The report was based 
on the actual num ber of legal bucks 
validated by forestry officers. 
F o rest service officials a t the San 
Jacinto, Idyllwlld, V ista Grande and 
Kenw 'orthy stations validated a total 
of 108 bucks, it was reported. In ad­ 
dition, the caretak er at H erkey Creek 
cam p ground was empow ered to vali­ 
d ate tags. 
Although he kept no rec­ 
ords, he estim ated that he had check­ 
ed a t least 35 deer during the season. 
T his figure does not include the 
num ber of bucks killed in the Santa 
Rosa m ountains and on th e desert 
side of the San Jacinto m ountains and 
taken out the Palm s-to-Pines highw ay 
to the Coachella valley. 
N either does 
it include deer killed 
in 
th e Anza- 
Aguanga section and taken through 
Tem ecula or Julian. 
This, it is be­ 
lieved, sw elled the figure well over 
150. 
T his is approxim ately 
th e 
sam e 
num ber killed last 
year 
and rep re­ 
sents one of the sm allest season hags 
In the history of the m ountains. De­ 
crease in the num ber of deer killed 
is accounted for by experienced w oods­ 
m en as being due m ore 
to 
the in ­ 
creased closed a rea than any lessening 
of the num ber of bucks in the m oun­ 
tain s. 
F o re st service stations reported th e 
follow ing tag validation figures: San 
Jacinto 90, Idyllwild 12, K enw orthy 4 
and V ista Grande 2.

nated a box of books which it had dis­ 
carded from th e R iverside 
library. 
L ater it was moved to the church. 
On January 25. 1925, the church of­ 
ficials elected Raymond Cree, Dr. J. 
O. W ilkie. Dr. J, J. Kocher. and the 
Rev. F. H. Mixsell as a library board. 
Dr. K ocher w as the first president 
and M rs. Philip Boyd the first secre­ 
tary. 
On March 24 of the same year the 
board acknowledged th e gift of $155 
from M iss M artha Hitchcock tow ards 
a building and a prom ise of $5.00 per 
m onth tow ards its upkeep, in memory 
of her sister. Aileen Hitchcock. 
Dr. 
K ocher designed the building, 
and 
from then on it was know n as Aileen's 
L ibrary, until a few years ago when 
it becam e the Palm Springs Public Li­ 
brary and a p art of the county library. 
On Dec. 26. 1926, th e building com­ 
m ittee reported, in tlie office of Dr. 
K ocher. that A ileen’s Library building 
w as com pleted on th e rear of 
the 
church lot. w here the Carnell building 
now stands. 
On January 2. 1927. the board 
ap­ 
pointed Robert I,. Edw ards as librar­ 
ian. 
No one was required to rem ain 
in the building, but people cam e in 
and selected the books they desired, 
signed a card which w as filed, and re­ 
turned the books later. 
In December. 192S, the library was 
incorporated. 
E arly in 1935 the church lot was 
sold to Mrs. Julia Carnell. and during 
th e sum m er th e library was moved to 
the school grounds. 
On January 13. 1937, the library was 
moved to the Plaza, and on July 21 
of this year, the books and equipm ent 
were moved into the rem odeled build­ 
ing w here the library now is located, 
on the M urray M em orial corner.
